What about this 30-million-dollar 


annual subsidy? Is it worth while?,

ation plan i§ to maneuver some of 
the big, subsidy-free lines into tak- 
ing over the regional companies' 
schedules. But will the 
big com- 


panies, do it? We have just seen 
'Ajnerican,. largest airline it}; the 
eclntry, pull out of Texarkana in 
favor of regional Trans-Texas. It 
seems very unlikely that-Amer* 
lean would return to Texarkana, 
especially without the extra com- 
pensation that TTA is now drawing. 


From the viewpoint of^national 


progress 30 millions isn't too great 
a sum to be paying 17 widely-scat- 
tered airlines. America subsidized 
the railroads with vast land grants, 
and highway commercial transport 
ifjpubsidized to the extent that it 
is^jiven taxpayer-built highways on 
which to run with relatively little 
direct expense to the carriers. So 
the or)ly principle involved in the 
question of aviation subsidies is the 
total 
cost, , measured 
by what 


benefits we reckon it will produce. 


I don't think it' would be a good 


thing for American morale to kill 
off the regional lines and remove 
hundreds of cities from direct con- 
test . with scheduled 
air service. 


Tsrat could easily happen if sub- 
sidies were cut off completely and 
at once. It is my understanding that 
few 
of the regional carriers 
are 


making much profit, if any — and 
the whole history of avia'tion is that 
the short-range carrier operates at 
considerable financial risk. 


In the meantime, it is worth 


noting that another development 
is coming along to further com- 
plicate the local-carrier picture. 
R^|ht now, for instance, there is an 
argument going on in Texarkana, 
Ark., over whether or not to spend 
a lot of money improving their pres- 
ent airport. One faction insists that 
pretty soon helicopters will take 
over all short-haul business; and a 
helicopter doesn't need an airport 
at all — it can land in a good-sized 
yard. Hope folks saw this done a 
few 
years ago, when a Bell 


helicopter landed inside the base' 


~ diamond at Fair park. 
It is true that helicopters are fly•

New York, and this past winter 
National Airlines inaugurated such 
service up the Florida east coast 
from Miami, expecting eventually
